separate utility such as a method for managing network servers wherein a daemon is triggered by 
database updates and the daemon retrieves the configuration parameters and updates the server.

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
